would not be extended beyond the 
Nov. 13 expiration date but said

President also set as a national goal 
an economy that would provide 100 
million jobs in the next 10 years.

American B52s have carried out 
extremely heavy bombing raids in 
the DM Z and South Vietnamese 
officials reported Wednesday that 
thousands of Communist troops had 
pulled back north.

City Council ignores previous decisions

In a rather confusing change of its own policy the Lompoc City Council 
has suddenly reversed two of its budget decisions and a subsequent decision 
related to President Nixon’s freeze order. 
The council this week voted 4-1 to call for bids and the immediate 
purchase of a fire pumper truck — a contradiction of its budget decision; 
voted 4-1 to stall purchase of a refuse packer truck — a contradiction of its 
budget decision, and, by pucchasing the pumper truck immediately, ignored 
Its own order, made just two weeks ago, for a moratorium on city hiring and 


buying. 
Less than a month ago the council spent almost all ot one evening in 
budget session attempting to workout a method of purchasing needed 
vehicles while at the same time trying to cut the budget and prevent a tax 
rate increase. 
Within just a few minutes this week the council rever.sed the two key 
decisions made at that time. 
The decisions then were, one, purchase one rather than two refuse packer 
trucks this year at a cost of $24,500 and, two. budget 60 per cent for a fire 
pumper truck this year and 40 per cent next year, because the truck would 
not be delivered until next year anyway The price tag on the fire truck was 
$55.000, 
At this week’s council meeting City Administrator Gene W ählers told the 
council that the cost of the budgeted pumper would be $6().iKM) or more by 
next year, because of rising costs. 
He said it would be possible to change specifications slightly tor the truck 
and purchase one this year for $52,500. He said this .same truck, delivered 


next year would cost $54,968 
The m ajority of the council, ignoring its earlier decision to split the cost 
between two budgets, jumped at the chance to .save $2.400 and voted 4-1 tor 
the immediate purchase ot the pumper 
Apparently not taken into consideration was the tact that the $54,968 tor 
the vehicle to be delivered next year is still less than the budgeted $5;).IKK) 
Only .Mayor Art Scott voted against tlie proposal, stating he wished to 
continue with the council s previous decision to receive and pay tor the 
truck next vear 
He al.so reminded the council that it had ordered a moratorium on 
purchasing just two weeks before, and that the city was concerned about 
whether or not it would get needed revenue from two utility rate increases 
winch the federal government had not yet ruled were exempt trorn the 
President’s freeze order 
The remainder of the council appeared uni'oncerned about these tacts 
until just moments later when it voted 4-1 to stall the purcha.se ot the refuse 
packer truck 
again reversing a budget decision 
The reasons tor not purchasing the packer a[)parently 
wery 
concern 
over the effect ot the President s freeze order, and the council s own 
moratorium on purchasing 
Only Councilwoman Charlotte Benton voted against this proposal She had 
voted in tavor ot purchasing both packer trucks during the budget session a 
month ago 
Council approved utility rate increases tor electricity and refuse 
collection were to go into ettect Sept I and Oct 1 respectively They have 
been held up by the President s freeze order but the city has tiled an appeal 
tor exemption on which it has not yet received a decision

Three convoys ot 10 trucks carrying 184 
tons ol the gas drove the eight miles Irom a 
storage area to a pier to complete a 56-day 
operation to move the gas to Johnston 
Island near the Hawaiian Islands 
The final shipment of gas will be loaded 
aboard a Navy transport ship which is 
scheduled to sail from Okinawa to Johnston 
Island Friday. 


Local residents have long insisted that 
the poison gas be removed But once the 
United States agreed to the removal, the 
residents began protesting an alleged lack 
ol safety precautions 


The 
residents 
threatened 
to 
stage 
demonstrations to halt the transport of gas 
through populated areas when an initial 
shipment was made last January. 
Since then, the U.S. Army has built a new 
road, paid for by the Japanese government, 
which 
largely 
bypassed 
the populated 
areas. 


Once the road was constructed, the 
second phase of the gas removal was 
started July 15. Army convoys moved just 
under 13,000 tons of the gas from the 
Chibana storage depot to Tengan Pier 
where the Navy ships w ere docked

No hope for new school funds 


SACRAMENTO 1U P I1 — Wilson C. Riles said today he 
sees no hope California schools will receive significant new 
state funds this year, and it's too late for them to spend the 
money anyway. 
The state superintendent of public instruction said hard- 
pressed districts will have to wait until the 1972-73 school 
year before looking to Sacramento for major financial help 
Riles noted in an interview legislative leaders still are 
talking about passing a big school aid bill during the waning 
weeks of their 1971 session. But he said. “ I don t have time 
to dream I have to be realistic. I just don t see them 
coming up with a package." 
He blamed last week's historic State Supreme Court 
ruling that California's method of financing public schools 
is unconstitutional because it relies on the local property 
tax Riles said he favors the decision but it has “ thrown 
everything off schedule." 


Asked whether he has any reasonable hope of legislators 
passing a major school aid bill this year. Riles replied 
“ I had some hope prior to the Supreme Court decision.Now 
I don't have any hope that we will get the kind of support 
that we need or anywhere near it this year, because they 
will have to restructure the financial picture and this will 


be an excuse not to do it i pass a major bill 


Riles said, however, he intends “ to do everything I can to 
see that we get a cost-ot-living appropriation 1 certainly 
expect that we will get at least $100 million. This would not 
mean an increase, just an amount to keep us where we 
are. 


The major school aid bill pending before the legislature 
would boost state aid by $240 million above the $1.6 billion 
now annually appropriated 
“ With the time situation as it is-school has already 
started— we could not possibly use $246 million it we got it 
now,' Riles said 
Riles said he is reactivating a 
longrange finance 
committee 
within the state Department ot Education. 
When the 1972 legislature convenes, the superintendent 
said, he will propose a financial package and alternative 
ways of complying with the State Supreme Court decision. 
Originally this year Riles had pushed for a $400 million 
program which included a statewide property equalization 
tax. 
“ Politically the legislature just wouldn t go tor it. 
he 
said.

SEATTLE (UPI i—The pilot ot an Alaskan Airlines 727 
jetliner which slammed into a mountainside killing all 111 
persons aboard may have misjudged his location, a federal 
investigator said Wednesday. 
“ There are some indications that he had thought he had 
passed the Howard Intersection, a checkpoint about 16 
miles west of the Juneau airport, said Robert Rudich after 
listening to a tape from the plane s cockpit voice recorder 
The Saturday crash occurred before the plane piloted by 
Richard Adams of Seattle passed the checkpoint. 
Rudich. chief of the audio laboratory ot the National 
Transportation Safety Board, stopped here en route to 
Washington. D C., where a more detailed analysis ot the 
tape will be made. 
The jetliner slammed into the side of a mountain as it 
was coming in to land at Juneau It was the worst single 
plane crash in U.S. history. 
Rudich said that if the plane actually had passed the 
Howard intersection, lower altitudes would have been 
permissible. The plane crashed at the 2.400 toot level.

She would like to have 
light in ladies’ purses 


DEAR POLLY—My Pet Peeve is more of a suggestion 
and one I am surprised no one has thought of before. 
Why has no one installed a small battery-operated light 
inside ladies’ purses?

DEAR POLLY and Mrs. J. C. G., who could not re­ 
m ember how her mother treated black m aterials that 
had become brown- or green-looking—My grandmother 
used a little vinegar in water to sponge such m aterial on 
the wrong side. This is also good for the seats of m en’s 
pants or ladies’ skirts. I also recall her advising a tea 
solution made from tea leaves that were allowed to steep 
for a few minutes. The liquid was poured off and cooled 
and then was used to dampen such discolored black m a­ 
terial.—MRS. G. B. S. 
DEAR POLLY-M rs. J. C. G. might try the following 
to restore a dead black look to m aterials that have be­ 
come brown- or green-looking: My grandmother made a 
solution of one part ammonia and two parts water. 
Dampen sponge with this and wipe m aterial without get­ 
ting it wet. After fabric is damp, steam over it with the 
steam iron but do not touch with the iron. Or dampen a 
cloth with this and use as a pressing cloth between the 
iron and the material. I think this brings the color back 
beautifully—H. M. 


DEAR GIRLS—If the color has change by the presence 
of alkalis, use the vinegar solution and if faded by acid it 
sometimes works to just hold fabric over an open con­ 
tainer of ammonia. Try an inconspicuous spot first to see 
which is best. None are foolproof.—POLLY

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Hobart: You never miss the water

HOBART, Okla. - (NEA) 
—The teen-ager put his 25 
cents in the coin box at the 
Seale Brothers automatic car 
wash and held firmly to the 
wand as the spray chugged 
out. He soaked his head­ 
lights, his bumper, his wind­ 
shield. He saturated his fen­ 
der and hubcaps. He poured 
even extra amounts on the 
tailpipes as if, in this agri­ 
culture country, he expected 
something to bud from the 
chrome. 


It took him five minutes to 
use 40 gallons of water. 


“ Drought?” he said. “ Sure 
I’ve heard of it. You kidding? 
It’s real bad. You should see 
the cattle out at my place — 
they’re like ready to die of 
thirst.” 


The cattle, as the carwash- 
er might agree, are not the 
only ones like ready to die of 
thirst here in Hobart. The 
whole population is, fig­ 
uratively speaking anyway. 
The community is gripped in 
one of the worst dry spells of 
its history. There is no water 
left in the creeks. Some of 
the resident w e l l s have 
petered out. And. worse yet. 
the reservoir that supplies 
4,500 people with drinking 
water is drained to the point 
where only eight weeks’ sup­ 
ply is left. 


“ I mean the lake is darn 
near dry,” says Bill Goode, 
the 67-year-old mayor. There 
may be a little more (than 
eight weeks) but I doubt it. 
And we don’t have any other 
source now, so we’re caught 


between the rock and the 
hard place.” 


In an attempt to wiggle out 
of the pressure some, the 
mayor has asked Hobart res­ 
idents to ease up on unessen­ 
tial water use. “ Personally,” 
he says, “ I even use my bath 
water twice — once for me 
and once for my garden 
flowers.” 


But the mayor’s bath wa­ 
ter notwithstanding, Hobart 
residents seem not so con­ 
cerned over their current 
emergency. Seale Brothers 
car wash does a dawn till 
dark business. So does the 
local Econ-o-wash Laundro­ 
mat, at 20 gallons per load. 
Some residents no longer wa­ 
ter their lawns during the 
day, says the mayor, “ but I 
hear we got a few who sneak 
out at night when nobody 
sees them.” 
Water Commissioner Doyle 
Smith says the voluntary wa­ 
ter restriction is simply a 
bust. When conservation was 
first requested, he says, the 
town’s d a i l v consumption 
dropped “ Oh, maybe 50-100,- 
000 gallons a day.” Short 
while after, though, it was 
back up. “ People here,” says 
Smith, “ tend to be poor 
volunteers.” 
That’s unfortunate. For the 
situation in Hobart, as in 
other cities in southwestern 
Oklahoma, cries out for com­ 
munity sacrifice. Rainfall in 
20 counties is at a 75-year 
low. Lakes are disappearing. 
The small town of Temple, 
south of Hobart, has only a 
polluted creek between it 
and no water at all. Farm­ 
ers in Duke, also south of 
here, have to haul water 
from the Red River to keep 
their cattle sa.ne. Yet, from 


all accounting, many or most 
residents are still splashing. 


“ On the average,” says 
Hobart’s Doyle Smith, “ peo­ 
ple in our town use more 
than 110 gallons per person 
per day. Now you know 
that’s more than they need.” 


This is not to say, in fair­ 
ness, that things are going 
swimmingly in towns like 
Hobart. Or that residents 
don’t care about the lack of 
moisture. On the contrary, 
the drought has pained both 
business and tempers. Ho­ 
bart’s city tax collection for 
April was off $500 or (at 1 
per cent) $50,000 in business. 
Unemployment 
(official- 
ly unknown) is at the stage 
where when a new town fac­ 
tory announced it had 100 
openings, it received 600 ap­ 
plications. When area school 
officials recently asked for 
additional money to support 
a new Vocational-Technical 
operation, v o t e r s turned 
thumbs down in an over­ 
whelming display of resent­ 
ment. 
And perhaps this commu­ 
nity unsettlement is in part 
responsible for the seeming 
apathy over excessive water 


usage. A woman in the Econ- 
o-wash puts it sharply: “ As 
long 
as 
I 
have 
enough 
money, mister, I ’m going to 
keep my family clean.” 
Yet the bigger reason is 
historic. This is traditionally 
parched land, residents have 
seen both crops and cattle 
die of thirst, but no human 
has ever really wanted for 
water. Even in 1953, when 
the Hobart reservoir went 
completely dry, emergency 
wells were dug to save the 
day. So plainly, citizens feel 
that no matter how bad 
things get, emergency action 
will 
again 
come 
to 
the 
rescue. 


And, in fact, the residents 
are correct. Distress plan­ 
ning is alreadv under way in 
Hobart. Nobody ever attends 
the weekly city council meet­ 
ings (tne citizens are all at 
the bowling alley next door) 
but the lonely officials map 
out critical steps every Tues­ 
day night. The first step is to 
dig a test well (the wells dug 
in the 1953 drought were, in­ 
credibly, later destroyed). 
The second step will be to 
dig more wells. And the third 
step, says the mayor, will be 
to “ pray they’re enough.” 


Meanwhile, Commissioner 
Smith 
watches 
the 
town 
grass grow while the reser­ 
voir doesn’t and muses on 
the follies of man. His phil­ 
osophy these days was made 
a century ago by writer Row­ 
land Howard: “ Waste not. 
want not is a maxim I would 
teach. Let your watchword 
be 
dispatch 
and practice 
what you preach. Do not let 
your chances like sunbeams 
pass you by. For you never 
miss the water till the well 
runs dry.”

In these times of acute labor unrest, the Restaurant and Tavern owners of this and surrounding cities art 


faced with a problem which we believe you should know about. 


A short time ago we were presented with a petition, signed by 200 of our employees, which stated they did 
not want to remain members of Culinary Union Local 703. W e also received numerous personal letters from 


various employees in this regard. 


The reasons they gave were that non-union employees, working in houses without a union contract, made 
the same or even higher wages than they, without having to pay for their jobs. They stated they drd not feel 
that they should be forced to pay initiation fees, dues, assessments, etc., and they were not getting the 
right kind of protection and medical insurance. Some complained that the high cost of their insurance pro­ 
gram was partially due to the excessive administrative and commission costs—-some $ 18,000.00 per year. 


Faced with this dilemma, wa had no other choice but to turn the entire matter over to the National Labor 
Relations Board and to request for our employees the opportunity to vote by secret ballot as to whether 
or not the majority want to be union members. W E ARE OPPOSED TO COMPULSORY UNIONISM — AND 
W E BELIEVE THAT EVERY WORKING MAN AND W OM AN HAS A RIGHT TO DECIDE THIS MATTER FOR 


HIMSELF OR HERSELF! 


W e also believe (union or no union) that a comparable or better program and health insurance could be 
obtained for our people through an independent agency if the monef were used for benefits only, rather than 


high administration and commission costs. 


W e believe that our employees should be given the chance to vote— to determine for themselves how they 


want to spend their own money. 


W e want you 
our customers and friends— to understand this problem, which is the reason for this adver­ 
tisement. And we note that when two restaurant members of our Association were hit with picket lines, only 
three out of a total of fifty members walked out. That tells the story— as clearly as anything can. 
W e are appreciative of your understanding and patronage at this time, and we will keep you advised as 


matters proceed.

FOREST HILLS, N.Y. (U Pli -America has a new 
sweetheart. 
It used to be Mary Picktord with those big blonde curls. 
No more. 
Now its’s a slender, smallboned girl with deceptively 
delicate looking hands and a cameo lace who suddenly has 
come on to become the most celebrated l6-year-old since 
Judy Garland. 
Her name is Chris Evert, she’s from Fort Lauderdale, 
Fla., and if you've never seen her play tennis then it's like 
you’ve never seen a sunrise— you’re missing something. 
“ She reminds me of little Mo Connolly and Helen Wills 
Moody, ” said Jack Kramer, the former U.S. Wimbledon 
kingpin, while watching the ponytailed teenager advance to 
the women’s semi-finals in the U.S. Open championships 
Wednesday by beating Australia’s Lesley Hunt, 4-6,6-2, 6-3, 
for her 46th straight conquest. 
“ The three of them have that same expression, all 
sweetness and light, but then when it’s time to put away 
their opponent —voo-oo—m —they let her have it. I don’t 
like using the word ‘killer,’ but what other word is there? 
Chris has that killer instinct. ” 
Jack Kramer used the right word. Chris Evert looks like 
a little angel. She even serves that way. But when the 
match is all over her opponents have a way of looking like 
they were caught in that old St. Valentine Day's massacre. 
When Chris is out there on the court, her long blonde hair 
tied in the back with a kelly green ribbon, she thinks of only 
one word—execute. 
And she does. Beautifully. 
“ There is nothing on this little girl’s mind but running 
down every ball and getting every point, ” Kramer said. 
“ You have to see her on TV waiting to be interviewed. She 
reminds you of Sonny Liston sitting there in his corner 
listening to instructions before going out to fight 
Muhammad Ali. " 
Never mind seeing her on TV. I went out to see her in 
person Wednesday and I can understand why the gallery 
stood up and gave her a standing ovation after she 
demolished 21-year4)ld Lesley Hunt. 


Lesley Hunt is no Margaret Court but she’s a tough, 
smart Aussie cookie who knows the score and has been 
around. She can play tennis. 
She took the first set from her younger opponent, the 
same way Chris' last two victims here did, but then it 
became simply a matter of superb ball control and the Hunt 
girl couldn't keep up. 
Now Chris faces Billie Jean King, the former women’s 
champ, in the semi-finals. She has beaten Billie Jean once 
before but after Wednesday's win over Lesley Hunt, Chris 
said she didn't think she could beat Billie Jean again. 
“ Every day you come in here, " a radio man said to her in 
the interview room behind the center court where she had 
just won, “ and say you don't think you can win your next 
match." 
“ I know, " Chris said, keeping her composure. 
“ Why do you keep saying t-hat? " 
“ I don't think I'll win the next round. " 
“Did you think you were going to win today? " 
“ I had a lot of pressure today. People kept saying you’ll 
beat her easy. She's not even seeded. But now I'm playing 
Billie Jean. She's seeded number one. It’ll be a loose 
match. ” 
“ What do you mean by loose? ” 
“ There won’t be so much pressure. ” 
“ You beat Billie Jean once before, didn’t you? ”

More than 
20,000 companies have been involved in the entire NASA 
program. Obviously, not all the money is going to the 
moon. 


“ Space is the great frontier of the future,” concluded 
the ad. ‘ We believe continued research and exploration 
will pay dividends to all the world.” 
It is à pretty convincing conclusion.

Some 
weeks ago a three-man committee 
of com m issioners studied a proposal 
for a 20 per cent hike in water rates

There has 
been no official word on this, but 
that’s what is being bruited around. 
There is obviously a discrepancy 
somewhere. Recently city officials 
said the water department was 
operating in the red about $10,000 or 
so each month. Surely the three- 
man committee would have been 
aware of this fact if it is a fact. In 
answer to a question on the issue, 
Mayor 
Arthur 
Scott 
told 
this 
reporter that he had learned of the 
deficit in operations revenues only 
that day.

China, would cause Mr. Reston’s 
lips involuntarily to spew forth a

Last 
week 
The 
New 
York 
Times 
printed a tiny piece 
r e c o r d i n g 
a 
statement made by 
Jam es 
Reston 
at 
Tokyo which sounds 
l i ke 
B u c h w a l d 
a t t e m p t i n g 
to 
validate his fantasy. 


“ I’m a Scotch Calvinist,” Mr. 
Reston 
said . 
“ I 
believe 
in 
redemption of the human spirit and 
the improvement of man. Maybe it’s 
because I believe that or I want to 
believe it that I was struck by 
tremendous efforts to bring out 
what is best in man, what makes 
them 
good, 
what 
m akes 
them 
cooperate with one another and be 
considerate and not beastly to one 
another. They are trying that.” 
Professor 
Will 
Herberg 
has 
remarked that it is characteristic of 
Americans that they should put 
f o r w a r d 
a 
p o s i t i v e 
m o r a l 
construction 
of 
any 
national 
endeavor, most particularly those 
that rub against the morai grain. 
Thus it did not take long between the 
making of our alliance with Stalin in 
1941 and the discovery, as later 
enunciated 
by 
President 
Harry 
Truman, that we were dealing with 
likeable old Joe. In the Infantry, 
recruits were shown, during the so- 
called 
indoctrination 
classes, 
moving pictures of Soviet life. I 
remember the particularly poignant 
scene of the old folks, praying at 
church 
for 
the 
victory 
of 
the 
glorious Soviet army. 
To Mr. 
Herberg’s observation, 
Professor Walt Rostow adds that 
Ame r i c a n 
i nt el l ect ual s 
a r e 
notorious suckers for any regime 
that presents itself as an instrument 
of The People. He cites the early 
enthusiasm for Benito Mussolini. 
But Mr. Reston’s discoveries about 
the New China will forever eclipse 
the 
insight 
— 
that 
Mussolini 
succeeded in making the trains run 
on time. Forever eclipse it because 
Mr. 
Reston did not even show 
restraint 
enough 
to confine his 
appreciation of the New China to the 
excellence of its hospitals, or the 
productivity of its nuclear bomb 
facilities. 
Rather, his encomium 
was 
directed 
to 
the 
spiritual 
achievements of the New China. 
Well, I am an Irish Catholic, and I 
too believe in the redemption of the 
human spirit, and accordingly I ask 
my brother Mr. Reston to meditate 
a single passage written by another 
reporter, a German, Mr. Jergen 
Dennert, who visited the New China 
in the fall of 1966 
His article 
appeared 
in 
Life 
magazine, 
in 
November of that year. 
“ In Wuhan,” he writes, “ I saw — 
I could alm ost touch him — a 
Christian priest surrounded by the 
Guards. They had put a white robe 


over his clerical vestments and tied 
a piece of wood around his neck so 
that his head was forced down at an 
angle of alm ost 90 degrees. The top 
of the dunce cap pointed ahead like 
an arrow. Behind him were a group 
of 10 or 12 people, probably part of 
his parish. I could see their faces 
very clearly — an expression of 
despondency, visible even beneath 
the 
black 
lacquer 
which 
the 
Communists had sm eared on their 
faces...I 
counted 
more 
than 60 
victims being led past in less than 
two hours. 
I asked one of my 
interpreters: What happens to the 
people who are taken out of the 
city?’ He smiled courteously and 
said, 
They 
will 
return 
in 
the 
evening.’ 
‘“ And those who leave at night?’ 
‘"I guess they will return the next 
morning.' 
‘“ I have never seen any come 
back.’ 


‘“ But I have.' 
“ ‘And when they return, where do 
they live?’ 
‘“ In their houses, naturally.' 
‘“ How do they enter their houses 
if the doors and windows are sealed 
up and nailed?* 
‘“ Only such houses are sealed as 
have second entrances.’ 
‘“ But if they are not where they 
live — could they possibly be in 
prison?’ 
‘“ Impossible. We do not have 
prisons for millions of people ’ 
“ ‘But if they are not in their 
houses and not in prison, where are 
they?’ 
“ ‘You have seen too much in 
C h in a.” 
Jam es Reston has not seen enough 
of China. Not as much as those 
millions of Chinese who have been 
slaughtered, or the millions who 
have fled, in their effort to unchain 
the human spirit.
